Discoverer of Simple Test 


for Butter Fat Content 
Succumbs at Home in 
Madison, Wis. 


CAUSED REVOLUTION 
IN MILK INDUSTRY

MADISON, Wis., July 2. — Dr. 
Stephen Moulton Babcock, world 
famous dairy scientist, died at his 
home last night. He was 88 years 
old. 

Dr. Babcock’s body was found 
lying on the floor of his sitting 
room by M E. L. Eaton, a neigh- 
bor, and E. B. Hart, University of 
Wisconsin professor. A physician 
pronounced him dead, saying he 
apparently had toppled from the 
chair in which he was sitting after 
suffering a heart attack. The sci- 
entist had complained recently of 
weakness, but had been active in 
keeping his own home. 


Pr. Babcock Discoverer of Simple 
Test for Butterfat. 

“The test is not patented” was 
the simple phrase with which Prof. 
Stephen M. Babcock gave away a 
scientific discovery that put mil- 
lions of dollars into the pockets of 
dairymen throughout the world. 
It bro&ght him no material gain, 
but earned for him a fame that 
reached to the Antipodes, 

The phrase concluded a bulletin 
issued in 1890 by the College of 
Agriculture of the University of 
Wisconsin which marked the frui- 
tion of two years of experimenta- 
tion. It announced discovery of a 
simple method for determining the 
butterfat content of milk. 

Its importance lay in the fact 
that it gave full value for the 
product of his herds to the farmer 
who kept high-grade stock, where- 
as formerly he had received from 
the creamery no better price than 
had been given the seller of an 
equal quantity of milk from poor 
animals. It also protected the 
manufacturing end of the dairy in- 
terests in that it made adultera- 
tion or watering of milk by dis- 
honest farmers easy of detection. 

Before Babcock announced his 
discovery the only known means of 
determining the butterfat content 
of milk was a complicated and 
slow chemical process requiring a 
well equipped laboratory. Cream- 
ery men could not conduct this test. 

Dr. Babcock’s method was sim- 
ple. Under it today a given’ amount 
of milk is sampled from the pro- 
duce of a farm, poured into a 
graduated beaker or test tube, an 
equal amount of sulphuric acid is 
added and within a few minutes 
the butter fat has come to the top 
with its amount indicated by stand- 
ard markings on the tube. 

Other Discoveries. 

Babcock was credited with sev- 
eral other important dicoveries in 
agricultural chemistry. One was a 
simple method of determining the 
amount of solids in a sample of 
milk, the process consisting of 
burning the milk on a sheet of 
sterilized asbestos, the weight of 
the asbestos after the process as 
compared with its previous weight 
showing the amount of ash re- 
maining from the burned milk and 
indicating the percentage of solid 
matter in the original sample. 

Another finding, worked out fn 
conjunction with H. L. Russell, a 
bacteriologist < ‘of the university, 
produced the modern “cold curing” 
process that has been called “the 
foundation rock of the cheese in- 
dustry.”’ 

Babcock paved the way for dis- 
covery of vitamins. He found that 
animals might be starving to death, 
although they had plenty to eat. 
He termed this “hidden hunger” 
and with it as starting point Dr. E. 
V. McCollum, nutritian expert at 
the univensity, brought Vitamin 
“A” to the attention of the world. 

New Zealand was the first coun- 
try to adopt the butter fat test of- 
ficially, a record which that do- 
minion was to duplicate a few 
years later 
recognize the cold curing method 
of cheese.

The butter fat test took hold in 
America more slowly and only 
after considerable bickering. 

Won World’s Fair Prize. 

Meanwhile honors and _ testi- 
monials began to arrive at the 
Babcock home in Madison from 
all eorners of the globe. Dairy- 
men of New South Wales and Vic- 
toria, in Australia, sent as a per- 
sonal mementon an oil painting, de- 
picting a hillside in their dairy 
country. The State of Wisconsin. 
in 1899 bestowed a bronze medal, 
made in London and probably the 
largest of its sort ever stamped 
from a single § die. France, in 
1900, gave him the “grand prize” 
of the Paris world’s fair and che 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
held at St. Louis, duplicated this 
award the following year. In 1914 
he was mentioned for the Nobel 
prize in chemistry. 

Even 40 years after announce- 
ment of the milk test the world 
had not forgotten him. In Oc- 
tober, 1930, the Capper award of 
$5000 and a gold medal for the 
most distinguished service to 
American agriculture, was given 
to Babcock,

sity of Goettingen in Germany. He 
came back to this country in 1879 
with a doctor's degree. 

After a brief experience as in- 
structor at Cornell, be became chief 
chemist of the New York State ex- 
periment station at Geneva, where 
he worked out a simple way of 
analyzing milk and became known 
as an agricultural chemist. In 
1887 he became chief- chemist at 
the ‘Wisconsin experiment station 
and professor of agricultural chem- 
istry in the State university.

BERLIN, July 2.—How near 
Germany was to financial collapse 
when President Hoover made his 
moratorium offer was disclosed to- 
day by the periodic reports of such 
influential institutions as the Kred- 
it Gesellschaft and Deutsche Bank 
and Disconto Gesellschaft. 

The reports show that, in the 
past three months, especially in 
June, a psychological factor of fear 
dominated the markets. The 
Reichsbank lost 1,250,000,000 gold 
marks ($312,500,000) in the first 
three weeks of June, it was shown, 
or one-third of the aggregate for- 
eign credifs accumulated in five 
years of patient building up of con- 
fidence in German credit. 


British Willing to Call Meeting of 
Powers in Young Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 2.—The_ British 


Government today officially ex- 
pressed its willingness to hold a 
meeting of representatives of the 
Powers chiefly concerned in the 
Hoover war debt plan if the Fran- 
co-American negotiations in Paris 
prove unsuccessful. 

The text of the Government’s 
statement reads: “His Majesty’s 
Government earnestly hope that 
the discusion now taking place in 
Paris will be successful. Should no

son, among others, was that, “if 
any other countries who have al- 
ready accepted the President’s pro- 
posal should make a similar sug- 
gestion with reference to loans to 
particular countries, the reconcilia- 
tior of all these differences would 
be practically impossible.” 

Somewhat conciliatory was the 
American attitude toward the 
French contention that suspended 
German payments should be re- 
funded in five years instead of 25 
as the United States wants. The 
note said that “we do not believe 
that it would be impossible to 
reach an agreement on this point 
provided the other questions could 
be disposed of.”” Then it added, as 
an inducement for acceptance of 
the American plan: 

“But, of course, the same length 
of time will apply to the payment 
on account of the American debt.” 

On the fourth point, the Ameri- 
can memorandum recognized that, 
under the Young plan, France is 
obligated, in case of a suspension 
by Germany of conditional repara- 
tions, to pay into the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements on demand 
approximately $120,000,000, to be 
applied in part to increasing pay- 
ments to other creditors during the 
suspension. 

France desires assurance that 
the suspension of payments would 
not throw upon her the obligation 
to pay this “guarantee fund." 

“We sympathize with Frarice in 
this aspect of the question,” the 
American note said. ‘We think 
this fear is groundless because, if 
all governments agree to the Amer- 
ican proposal, then there can be no 
demand of a creditor government 
for payment. If France, however, 
has a real fear on this subject, then 
the other governments concerned 
should expressly free France from 
this anxiety.”’ 

To statements from France that 
revision of the Young plan might 
follow a moratorium agreement, 
the note replied that France her- 
self had proposed a change by sug- 
gesting that she be relieved of guar- 
antee fund obligations if Germany 
declared a moratorium. 

Hopefully, the American note 
concluded: “The world will not es- 
cape from the present depression 
without sacrifices by all. * * * In 
the light of this major objective 
the American Government hopes 
that the French Government, whose 
co-operation is so essential, will 
find a method to feconvile existing 
differences so as to permit a con- 
certed effort by all in the carrying 
out of the President’s program.”

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For the next hour the field was 
the scene of wild disorder. Hun- 
dreds fought with police and with 
one another in determined efforts 
to see and touch the world flyers. 
Three times Post and Gatty pre- 
tended to drive off the field for 
New York, but circled to mo- 
mentary safety in a deserted han- 
gar. Each time the crowd found 
them and the siege was renewed, 

The Winnie Mae shot out of the 
sunset on a gentle slant toward 
earth and a great shout went up 
from the field. At terrific speed 
Post shot over the crowd at about 
600 feet, banked rcteeply, and exe- 
cuted’ three wide turns about the 
field. Satisfied that space was 
cleared for him, he slipped off on 
one wing, straightened out and 
dropped as lightly to the turf as 
though he were handling a little 
sport plane instead of a heavy long 
distance speedster. 

“A Great Time,” Post Says. 

“We had a great time,” Post 
said wearily, and tried to smile. 

Gatty, who did the navigating 


| while Post did all the flying, was 


not as near exhaustion as Post, and 
he told a little more of their ex- 
periences. They had had plenty of 
bad weather and considerable blind 
flying, but they had come through 
all right and were glad to be home. 

Post drank his twentieth glass 
of water and summed up the whole 
story. 

“We had a great time,” he said, 
and that was the end of that. 

Post and Gatty faced a battery 
of newspaper men and photograph- 
ers at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel with 
boyish shyness. 

‘What day is this?” asked Post. 

Informed it was Wednesday, he 
turned to Gatty and exclaimed: 
“Say buddy, we made it, didn’t 
we.” 

Gatty merely smiled, and 
thumped Post on his broad back. 

A crowd of more than 600 per- 
sons waited for hours at the hotel 
entrance to greet the flyers, and 
broke into cheers when Post and 
Gatty, in their shirtsleeves, were 
helped out of a limousine. 

Police guards were helpless to 
stem the rush of the crowd as it 
surged forward to touch or shake 
hands with the airmen. Post and 
Gatty acknowledged the cheers 
with waves of their hands and 
handshakes whereever possible. 
Mrs. Post became separated from 
the flyers in the crush, and it was 
some minutes before she could be 
found. 

Without hesitation, Post and Gat- 
ty said ‘“‘coming home was the best 
part of the whole trip.” 

“Boys, when we sighted’ the 
buildings of little old New York, 
and knew we’d come home, I gave 


that old motor the gas “and let hee ¢ 
go,” Post said. 

“No question about it,” Gatty in. 
terjected, “coming home was the 
best part of the trip.” 

Asked what. he thought of fly. 
ing over strange lands and seeing 
a strange people, Gatty replied: 

“Nothing like America 
Americans for us. So far as flyin 
over strange land is Séntorect 
well, I had my instruments, an? 
I might as well have been flying 
right over Oklahoma.” 


Gatty said he felt no discomfort 
throughout the trip, except for an 
occasional stiffening of the mus. 
cles. He had a great desire ty, 
“stretch the legs” almost contin. 
uously over the last 500 miles. 

“How much blind flying did you 
have to do?” Post was asked. 
“Practically all the way,” he re. 
plied, “It was particularly bad on 
the stretch to Nome, through thick 
fog and over mountains.” 


That distance was the “tough. 
est” in every way, Gatty added. 


“Sudden Rush of Oil.” 
“We had a sudden unexplain. 
able rush of oil to the motor which 
had us worried for awhile,” he 


said. ‘“‘The spark plugs became par. 
tially fouled, but we fixed that at 
Nome. 

“I haven’t looked at my log 
book yet, but I know we averaged

Post was asked: “Wiley, why did 
you speed up so when you came 
over the field?

Issue Usual Warnings to 
Guard Children From 
Fireworks. 


Warnings designed to avert 
Fourth of July accidents have been 
issued concerning the use of fire- 
works. 

Chief of Police Gerk has in- 
structed policemen to enforce city 
ordinances regulating the sale and 
use of fireworks while Fire Chief 
Alt issued an appeal requesting the 
abolition of home fireworks dis- 
plays. Fireworks should be used 
only in civic celebrations under 
proper supervision, he said. 


Hospital Commissioner Lohr’s 
office stressed the necessity of ap- 
plying anti-tetanus serum immedi- 
ately upon receiving a powder 
burn, gunshot wound or injury in- 
flicted by any rusty or dirty ob- 
ject. The serum may be obtained 
at the City Hospital and the branch 
dispensaries, 3745 North Broadway 
and 3833 Market street. 

Advice to swimmers has been is- 
sued by the Meramec River Patrol 
of the St. Louis Chapter, American 
Red Cross, and the St. Louis Safety 
Council has urged motorists to 
check over their cars, drife care- 
fully and heed traffic signs. 

City ordinances provide permits 
must be obtained for special fire- 
works displays and prohibit distri- 
bution of firecrackers more than 
two inches long, blank cartridges 
and pistols, and explosive pellets 
more than an inch in diameter. 

Warning against the danger of 
fireworks to children, Chief Alt 
said “children cannot be blamed 
for eagerness to participate in the 
excitement of bursting firecrack- 
ers or to revel in the colorful il- 
lumination of fireworks but they 
should not handle these dangerous 
things themselves.” 

The Meramec patrol, composed 
of 30 volunteer life guards, cau- 
tioned against going into the water 
too soon after eating which results 
often in cramps. Everyone should 
wait at least two hours after eat- 
ing before entering the water, for 
“stomach cramps render the best 
swimmers helpless.” 

Swimmers are advised not to at- 
tempt to swim across the river un- 
accompanied by someone in a boat 
and not to visit unfamiliar spots 
without a guide. Persons who 
cannot swim should not attempt 
canoeing. 

The safety council instructions 
mention the danger of overexer- 
tion, sunstroke or heat exhaustion. 
Motorists are asked to see that 
their brakes, lights and other es- 
sential things are in good condi- 
tion before joining the streams of 
holiday traffic and not to “cut in 
and out” in traffic.

Text of United States 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 2. 


LLOWING is the tezt of the 
memorandum of the United 
States Government to France on 
the French proposal to modify 
President Hoover's moratorium 


plan: 


The American * Government 
recognizes with appreciation the 
cordial spirit of the French re- 
ply to the President's proposal 
of June 20 and now desires to 
review the situation which has 
grown out of the American pro- 
posal, the French Government's 
note in reply of June 27, and 
the subsequent negotiations 
whiéh have taken place between 
Ambassador Edge, Secretary 
Melion and the French Minis- 
ters. 

While the President's offer 
was the direct result of the cri- 
sis in Germany which from all 
reports appeared imminent and 
is still imminent, I am sure the 
French Government will realize 
that the purpose of the United 
States was to give general relief 
to the world. The President be- 
lieved that it would prove an im- 
‘portant step in advancing world 
recovery from the present eco- 
nomic depression. 

The plain purpose was, by re- 
lieving one element of strain in 
world economy, to give the 
forthcoming year to economic 
recovery, and to help free the 
recuperative forces already in 
motion, thereby contributing to 
the relief of unemployment 
throughout the world, and to 
lighten the burdens of unduly 
low prices to agriculture. The 
offer met with a world-wide re- 
sponse. What it meant in the 
way of restoring confidence is 
reflected in the rise of commod- 
ity and security prices through- 
out the markets of the world. 


For Long Funding. 


All of the interested Govern- 
ments have signified their ac- 


quiescence. France, however, 
suggests certain conditions 
which, if we understand their 


import, seem to us to withhold 
the intended relief to Germany 
and not to conform to the spirit 
of the President’s proposal 


which contemplated a complete 
suspension of all payments on 


intergovernmental debts during 
a period of one year. In order 
that we may now cover one 
point left open in the original 
proposa] we may add that it is 
our view that all postponed pay-_ 
ments should be funded over a 
long period of, say 25 years, 
and to bear interest at the aver- 
age rate paid by the creditor 
governments on their own pub- 
lic debt at the end of the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. 

It is, of course, an -essential 
part of the President’s proposal 
that payments under all exist- 
ing agreements shall be re- 
sumed at ‘the end of the year. 
Thus, the continuing force of 
these agreements is in no way 
impaired.”’ 

U. S. Contribution. 

In this proposal to postpone 
for the forthcoming year the 
payments due under its own in- 


ternational agreements, the 
American Government will be 
contributing a total of $262,- 
000,000, which is the largest 
contribution made by any Gov- 
ernment. It recognizes, how- 
ever, the substantial sacrifices 


that will be called for by other 
Governments, including that of 
France. It is obvious that on 
this score of the plan Germany 
will b@ the largest immediate 
beneficiary, since the payments 
which she is obligated to make 
during the coming year on ac- 
count of inter-Governmental 
debts are about $400,000,000. 
Other nations and dominions 
will also benefit by various sums 
‘in addition to the $400,000,000. It 
must be remembered, however, 
that Germany is in the most 
difficult economic situation of 
any country. We feel that in a 
larger sense all the nations will 
benefit from the improvement 
in their economic life which 
will follow the adoption of the 
President’s program. 

Welcomes French Statement. 

Our Government’ welcomed 
the statement of France on the 
24th of June, expressing her 
keen desire to collaborate and 
especially the specific statement 
that France would abstain as 
a provisional measure during 
a period of one year from re- 
taining any payment sent by 
the German Government.” In 
this connection we emphasize 
again the “provisional” char- 
acter of the President’s plan. 

The French Government in- 
sists, however, as a matter of 
principle, that unconditional 
reparations amounting to ap- 
proximately $131,000,000. the 
year should be paid, in order 
that there might be no inter- 
ruption of the continuity of the 
payment of unconditional an- 
nuities. Our Government is 
willing to recognize this point

of view to the extent of agree- 


ing that the payments should be 
made to the Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements, provided 
they be immediately reloaned to 
the German Government. This 
would maintain the principle, of 
continuity of payment and at 
the same time constitute no

many and that these loans 
should be considered in al] fu- 
ture times as funds available to 
France to reduce or satisfy her 
“guarantee as to subsequent 
years, she is departing substan- 
tially from not only the spirit 
but the substance of the Presi- 
dent’s offer. 


To state the problem a little | 
differently. France appears to 
be insisting that the funds paid 
by Germany into the Bank for 
International Settlements dur- 
ing the year of suspension and 
reloaned to Germany must be 
credited to the guarantee fund 
just as if France herself had 
actually made the deposit, thus 
relieving France of any future 
obligation in respect of. the 
guarantee fund. This seems to 
us to be inconsistent with the~ 

suggestion that the payment by 
Germany into the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements during 
the period of suspension is a 
mere matter of form, in order 
to assure the continuity of un- 
conditional payment. What was 
regarded as a matter of form in 
the first instance is now evi- 
dently to be treated as an actual 
payment. 

In any event, it seems clear 
this particular proposal is a 
modification of the Young plan, 
which we understand the 
French Government was par- 
ticularly anxious to avoid.

Effect of Rejection. 

The American Government 
feels that, perhaps, there is 
some misunderstanding on the 
part of France as to the sac- 
rifices which would be required 
from her under the plan pro- 
posed.

Gov. Emmerson Says Burdcn Is

CHICAGO, July 2.—To 11 men, 
representing almost as many in- 
terests, has been assigned the task 
of untying the financial tangle 
that has Chicago, Cook County and 
several other counties of the State 
almost paralyzed. Reassessment, 
delaying the collection of taxes, is 
the cause of the trouble. 

Two objects were placed before 
the committee, appointed at a con- 
ference called by Gov. Emmerson 
—immediate relief, particularly for 
Chicago, and a revised taxing sys- 
tem. 

Gov. Emmerson assured 
coinmittee he would call a special 
sesxion of tne Legislature when a 
definite program had been de- 
vised. Samuel Insull, utilities mag- 
nate and a member of the commit- 
tee, said such a program probably 
would not be wgrked out for two 
months. 

A minimum of $170,000,000 in 
delinquent taxes is now due in Il- 
linois, the Governor said. The tax- 
payers of Cook County, he added, 
are required to pay in 12 months 
a total of $548,648,000—an amount 
greater than the total annual rep- 
arations payment required of Ger- 
many. 

“This tremencous burden is more 
than many real estate owners can 
bear,” he said. “It amounts to 
actual confiscation of property, ip 
many instances.” 


ALICE ROBERTSON, SECOND 
WOMAN IN CONGRESS, DIES 


Succumbs at 77; Spent Most of 
Life Promoting Welfare of 
Oklahoma Indians.

MUSKOGEE, Ok., July 2.—Miss 
Alice Robertson, second woman to 
serve as a member of Congress, 
died yesterday from cancer of the 
jaw. She had been confined to 
bed since Feb. 13. She was 77 
years old. 

Most of her life was spent in 
promoting the welfare of Indians 
of Eastern Oklahoma. She was 
elected to Congress in November, 
1920, and represented Oklahoma 
for one term. She was defeated 
for a second term in 1922 

She was born Jan. 2, 1854, at 
Tallahassee Mission, Wagoner 
County, Oklahoma, a descendant of 
a long line of ministers and mis- 
sionaries. After attending school 
at Elmira College, in New York, 
she worked for a while in the Ir 
dian offices at Washington, then 
returned to her native State to re- 
sume her work among the_ red 
men. She taught the Creek Tribe 
at Okmulgee and raised funds for 
a new Indian school. 

Miss Robertson was the first do- 
mestic science teacher in the State. 
In 1900 she became school super- 
visor for Creek schools.

An Illegal Stop Sign. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
-T N the interest of a client who received 


a ticket from a motorcycle officer for 
failing to stop his automobile at an in- 
tersection marked with the sign, “Stop, 
Major Street, Ordinance 37,358," I had 
occasion to conduct an investigation in 
an effort to determine whether this par- 
ticular street had ever been lawfully 
designated by any ordinance as a major 
street. To my surprise, I learned that 
this sign had been placed at this inter- 
section by the traffic division of the 
Street Department prior to the enact- 
ment of any such ordinance. 

The driver of the automobile, a physi- 
cian, was making a call, proceeding 
northwestwardly upon Kingshighway 
Northwest. Just as soon as he crossed 
Thekla avenue, a police officer appeared 
and gave him the ticket for failure to 
stop at Thekla. If this physician had 
appeared in the Traffic Bureau in an- 
swer to this ticket or in City Court No. 
2 and paid the costs of court or been 
assessed a fine, justice would not have 
been done to him any more than it has 
to perhaps a hundred other motorists 
who have been previously arrested for 
failing to make this particular stop. The 
Traffic Bureau of the Police Department 
has informed me that 20 or 30 arrests 
a day have been made during the last 
several weeks for failure to stop at this 
intersection. 

My investigation was started when it 
was learned that there was no sign on 
the west side of this boulevard, requir- 
ing southbound traffic to stop at this 
same intersection. This was sufficient to 
require an investigation, because it 
seemed reasonable to believe that if 
Thekla avenue had been made a “major 
street,” it should have been designated 
as a major street on both sides of the 
boulevard. 

Investigation of the ordinances and 
the records of the traffic division of the 
Street Department failed to disclose that 
Thekla avenue had ever been designated 
as ‘“‘boulevard stop,” “major street’ or 
“stop intersection.” When the engineer 
of the traffic division told me that this 
sign had been placed at this intersection 
preliminary to an ordinance being law- 
fully enacted by the Board of Aldermen, 
it was decided that the City Attorney 
could do nothing but to dismiss the city’s 
case against this physician. 

However, this does not excuse the fact 
that many motorists have had _ their 
money taken away from them during 
the last few weeks because of the vio- 
lation of an ordinance which has never 
been enacted. Ordinance No. 37,358 is 
the general ordinance. This sign should 
not have been erected unless and until 
another ordinance, designating Thekla 
avenue as a street coming within the 
provisions of the general ordinance re- 
lating to major streets, had been passed. 
All arrests for these alleged violations 
were unlawful, —

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TAX-EXEMPT BONDS AND INVESTORS. 

The recent flotation of our largest Government 
bond issue since the World War suggests once more 
the problem of the tax-exempt security. A few years 
ago tax-exempt securities were severely criticised in 
many quarters. Some attacked them because they 
enabled the rich to escape the effect of the high sur- 
taxes. Conservatives, including Secretary Mellon, at- 
tacked them on the more dubious ground-that the 
advantageous financing they made possible for states 
and municipalities had fostered. governmental ex- 
travagance and had diyerted funds from business 
uses. With the lowering of the surtax a few years 
ago, the public lost interest in the issue, at least tem- 
porarily, and other problems crowded the tax-exempt. 
bond out of the arena of public discussion. Another 
but less sensational features of the tax-exempt bond, 
which is worth considering at the present time, is its 
effect on the small investor. 

Securities exempt from the Federal income tax 
may be grouped under three heads: state and local 
bonds, which are wholly exempt because Congress has 
not attempted to tax them, although, because of cer- 
tain obiter of the Supreme Court, it is generally be- 
lieved that such a tax would be held unconstitutional; 
bonds of the Federal Land banks, of the Joint Stock 


which are wholly exempted by Congress for the pur- 
pose of improving agricultural credit conditions; and 
bonds of the National Government, which are exempt- 
ed by Congress from the normal tax, and to a limited 
extent from the surtax. Widely divergent views are 
held as to the wisdom of such exemptions. There is 
little dispute, however, that the effect of the exemp- 
tion of the first two classes of securities is to lower 
the interest rates which state and local governments, 
and certain farmers, must pay, and at the same time 
to reduce the receipts of the National Government and 
to benefit wealthier taxpayers. The case of the Na- 
tional Government bonds is more that of one hand 
washing the other; the Government floats the bonds 
at a lower rate and then collects smaller taxes. Cer- 
tain taxpayers benefit, but whether the result is a net 
loss to the Government it is hard to say. 

Whatever be the reasons for such exemptions, and 
whatever their evils or benefits, in one way the effect 
in all three cases is the same. The interest rate on 
the bonds is less than it would otherwise be. A few 
years ago this difference was estimated to be more 
than *% of 1 per cent; at this time the difference is 
probably close to % of 1 per cent. The tax exemption 
which the investor gets benefits only those paying the 
income tax, in particular wealthy individuals and cor- 
porations subject to the higher rates. Hence Gov- 
ernment bonds, which because of their safety are the 
type of security that the small investor should be en- 
couraged to buy, are a luxury for him. Either he 
does not buy such bonds or he pays for something 
which is of no benefit to him. The incidental ad- 
vantage of a wide distribution of the public debt in 
stimulating a more general interest in the affairs of 
government is also lost. The tax situation has cer- 
tainly been an important factor in defeating the 
hopes, expressed at the time of the Liberty Loans, 
that Government bonds would be an ideal means for 
the investment of small savings. 

A few years ago, in those halcyon days when the 
man in the street was taught that the road to eco- 
nomic affluence and security was to have faith in 
the Republican party and to speculate in common 
stocks, this question may have been of small impor- 
tance. Now that the reign of the jazz economist has 
ended, and the investment philosophy of security and 
moderate returns is again getting a hearing, it is un- 
fortunate that the tax situation should make Govern- 
ment bonds a luxury for the average citizen.

Wiley Post and Harold Gatty have a memorable 
flight to their credit, having circled the earth in 
8 days, 15 hours and 51 minutes. Their record- 
breaking dash has compressed the atlas to railway 
time-table size. Flying considerably northward of 
the earth’s maximum equatorial girth, their course 
nevertheless was 16,000 miles. It took them over 
every type of surface as they made their hop-skip- 
and-jump across the lands and seas of the Northern 
Hemisphere. Navigation ability of a high degree 
was required to keep a true course in the Atlantic 
flight, and it took superlative airmanship to bring 
the Winnie Mae safely across the stormy gap between 
Siberia and America. And on every other leg of 
the long cruise, speed and skill combined to defeat 
clock and calendar. Last night they came triumphant- 
ly and wearily back to New York, to shatter the Graf 
Zeppelin’s 1929 record of 21 days with their whirl- 
wind average, almost 150 miles an hour while in 
the air. 

Circumnavigators for many years have had as a 
textbook Jules Verne’s “Around the World in 80 
Days,” but Phileas Fogg, its hero, now has become 
merely a doddering old slow poke. Nelly Bly, with a 
72-day circuit in 1889, was first to show him up, and 
she had many successors: Mears, in 1913, 35 days, 
21% hours; Wells and Evans, in 1926, 28 days, 14% 
hours; Mears and Collyer, in 1928, 23 days, 15 hours.

Mr. Hoover continues to handle the moratoriu 
project with skill and firmness. His latest note to 
France seems to us unanswerable. One by one he 
discusses the conditions which France has proposed 
and, it seems to us, explains how they might be met 
or condemns them as either violative of the undertak- 
ing or incompatible with the professions of France in 
her first acknowledgment of the communication. 
Finally, he makes it clear that if, by persisting in 
her demands she should defeat the moratorium, the 
victory is likely to be an expensive one for France 
in terms of money. 

The objective, as Mr. Hoover explicitly repeats, is 
the relief of Germany from the intolerable burden of 
reparations payments. In the President’s judgment, 
there is no option in the premises. Germany must 
have relief, and the required relief can be provided 
only by such international action as Mr. Hoover has 
proposed. Failure to furnish this relief is pregnant 
with political, economic and social possibilities which 
the heads of other Governments feel should not be 
risked. | 

France apparently is ready tp run that risk. An 
explanation of her attitude is proffered by Mr. Ochs 
of the New York Times. All classes of the French 
people, from peasant to Parisian, he says, are fear- 
ful of a rejuvenated, prosperous Germany. , Because 
of that fear they have made a religion of security, 
pinning their faith in a superiority of arms which 
they now possess and are determined to perpetuate. 
A French Minister, like Briand, may advocate re- 
nunciation of war, and his motion may be translated 
with pomp and ceremony into a Kellogg pact, but 
France reserves and exercises the right to be pre- 
pared, beyond all others, to wage war. 

Without passing judgment on the fears of France 
and the policy those fears have sprouted, the fact 
remains that France cannot alone of all the great 
Powers continue on a pre-war basis in a post-war 
world. The Hohenzollerns and the Hapsburgs are 
gone, and good riddance, and they are not coming 
back. What is inescapable is that France must live 
by the side of Germany. Whether France is to have 
as her neighbor a republican Germany, under which a 
great people can work out their proper destiny, or a 
bolshevized Germany that can be restrained only by 
force, is the question posed by present conditions. 
The world, under the leadership of Mr. Hoover, has 
declared for the German Republic, and the opportun- 
ity to which the genius of the German people en- 
titles them. And if there is sentiment in that dic- 
tum, there is also enlightened selfishness. 

By her present attitude France is flouting what 
Jefferson historically and prophetically phrased “a 
decent respect for the opinion of mankind.” Itisa 
graceless role for any nation to play and in the end 
must be a costly one. 
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Now that tgpe world flight is over, the aviators 
probably are wondering why they ever left good old 
Siberfa. 


END OF THE COAL AND IRON POLICE. 

Whether the credit is to go to Representative Mus- 
manno or to Gov. Pinchot, the decision in Pennsyl- 
vania to abolish the notorious coal and iron police 
will be hailed as a victory for decency and justice. 
These private watchmen of the great steel and coal 
companies have enjoyed for many years the pleasures 
and privileges of feudal overlords to the workers. 
Sociological investigations carried on by the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania have proved that in many com- 
pany towns they were the law, that workers were 
entirely at their mercy and outsiders might enter 
only upon their permission. They have committed 
a long series of atrocities, involving the most sadistic 
brutality. In several instances, privates and officers 
in this feudal army have been tried for murder when 
their unfortunate victims have died. 

Now Gov. Pinchot has revoked all commissions and 
their status will be merely that of private guards, with 
no police authority off the property actually owned 
by the company which employs them. It is a grave 
reflection upon the State of Pennsylvania that they 
were granted such unlimited authority. Representa- 
tive Musmanno is to be commended for his long, 
unremitting fight on the feudal mercenaries of the 
coal and iron millionaires.

only his belief unbuttressed by the testimony of car 
loadings or political aspirations. Not so with Charlie 
Becker, Billy Sacks, Ed Koeln, John Schmoll, Billy 
Gilbert, Jules Field et al. They have cold facts right 
off the ice of the current Republican chill.

Spengler Speaks 


Philosopher draws parallel between man and beasts of prey, which ended when former 
learned to think and to use his hands; advent of tools and of speech stimulated 
progress; race now is| divided into inventors, organizers and workers; humanity 
has conquered nature but is enslaved by its own creations, and must seek freedom.

HE annual meeting of the German Mu- 
T seum was held in its hall of honor. Dr. 

Hjalmar Schacht was greeted in the 
name of the museum as a man for whom 
any introduction would be superfluous. Dr. 
Oswald Spengler then took the floor as the 
first speaker. He commenced by going back 
to the origins of history, arguing that the 
spiritual connection between beasts of prey 
and human beings is extraordinarily close. 
World history, he said, is not a succession 
of progressive developments but a succes- 
sion of catastrophes. 

Men, however, differ from beasts of prey 
in that they learned something, imitated 
something, discovered something. Only in 
human beings do we find a capaaity for 
technical thought, and the question is when 
this unique human quality made its first 
appearance. In Spengler’s opinion, it ap- 
peared with the development of the hand, 
which made possible the use of tools. Men 
were not able to fight with their hands 
alone, but the hand and the tool became 
a terrific weapon. With hand and tool man 
made his destiny. Thought and the activity 
of the hand go together. There is a rela- 
tionship between the mind and the hand, as 
the word “apprehend” indicates. The eye is 
the organ of theory, the hand, of practice. 
When conscious action made its first ap- 
pearance in the world, the soul of man 
rose above the level of the soul of the wild 
animal. 

* . + 

When did man invent the tool? Spengler 
has no patience with fantastic periods of 
time, running back hundreds of millions of 
years. In his opinion, the tool was devel- 
oped some 5000 years before Christ, almost 
simultaneously all over the world. Domes- 
tic animals cannot be maintained without 
pasture land, crops cannot be grown with- 
out wagons and other means of conveyance, 
and no dealings between people are possible 
without speech. Perhaps men were able to 
communicate with each other more than 
5000 years before Christ, but not in the 
form of connected sentences. 

Spengler does not believe in the theory 
that speech originated from poetry, but 
dogmatically asserts that speech was born 
of reflection and purpose. When human 
beings want to manage technical matters, 
some must give orders and others take 
them. Thus speech and technical activity 
went hand in hand. At the same time, an- 
other element appeared in the spirituaMtife 
of humanity and developed increasingly 
from century to century—personal superior- 


ity. Since all technical activities depend on 
two groups, the leaders and the led, these 
two groups form the fundamental structure 
of human life. Individual gifts became su- 
premely important, and an immense differ- 
ence was established between manual and 
mental labor. It was at this point that 
something began working in humanity that 
lifted it quite out of the realm of. brute 
creation. 

One result of this improvement was that 
the number of human beings increased. 
Technique spared no people, but created the 
need for a larger population, which came 
into being in due course of time. .But, 
fundamentally, only the masses increased in 
number. Thus the conflict between the lead- 
ers and the masses has always existed and 
has produced a state of tension that grows 
constantly more acute. 

i « s 

Modern mechanical technique has set 
three groups of people above the rest: the 
inventor, who thinks; the organizer, who 
creates opportunities; an@ the worker, who 
executes the task. These three types are 
necessary at the present time. Humanity 
has now reached the point of beiég able to 
push through its fight against nature to a 
successful conclusion, but this same human- 
ity has become a slave of its own creations. 
Hundreds of thousands of people must keep 
working simply to maintain the present 
level of technique. No decrease in labor oc- 
curs; indeed, more and more work has to 
be done. 

The cultured nations that invented tech- 
nique and made machines of their own have 
sent their engineers to foreign countries 
that are now following Japan’s example and 
are imitating all our methods or even im- 
proving on them. The foundations of in- 
dustry and economics are shattered. We 
have the choice of Achilles—either to main- 
tain ourselves to the end, or to make an end 
of ourselves violently. But we shall per-

After the loud applause had died down, 
Dr. Schacht remarked that this was more 
than an interesting or beautiful speech, and 
that Spengler had set forth a provocative 
and disturbing idea. Yet human beings keep 
on struggling. What gives them the power 
to do so? In this power resides the great 
difference between the soul of man and the 
soul of brute creation. It is the divine spark 
that drives us onward and upward.

Milles’ work has impressed many 
who see it for the first time as 
a little strange, somewhat diffi- 
cult, and perhaps the tfeason for 
this may lie in the subjects that 
the sculptor has chosen.

They 
dominate the present exhibit of his 
work, the largest ever brought to- 
gether in this country and one of 
the most important to be displayed 
at the museum here in recent years.

Naiads, tritons, nymphs, dolphins 
and all other half-human creatures 
that live in thé sea have come from 
Milles’ chisel. And that is natural, 
for he lives on an island  sur- 
rounded by the blue waters of the 
Baltic and the view from the 
lower terrace of his garden is of 
the city of Stéckholm, called, and 
justly, the Venice of the North. 
Milles told the writer that several 
of the workmen in and about his 
gardens believe implicitly that the 
mythical sea creatures live in the 
Baltic today. It may be suspected 
tha‘ Milles, himself. possessing as

Louis at the Modern Arts Festival 
of the League of Women Voters. 
But some time before this oc- 
curred, Mrs. Louis P. Aloe, widow 
of the St. Louis civic leader, had 
become greatly interested in 
Milles’ sculpture. She had seen ex- 
amples of his wotk in Europe and 
in this country, she was contem- 
plating presenting a fountain to the 
city in tribyte to her husband, and 
she wanted to have a talk with 
Milles. A meeting was arranged 
during the Modern Arts Féstival. 

* . * 


RS. ALOE and Milles had sev- 

éral long discussions. The lat- 

ter went Over all the plans for 
Alée Plaza, opposite Union Station, 
which, Mrs. Aloe hopes, will be 
the site of the fountain. Milles, 
with Mrs. Aleé and several city of- 
ficials, went to the top of the new 
Civil Courts Building and from 
that vantage point surveyed the 
location of the plaza development. 
The téntative idea that occurred to 
the sculptor while he was still in 
St. Louls was to portray a sym- 
bolic meeting of the Missouri and 
the Mississippi, the two great riv- 
ers that have carved out America’s 
midland on their way to the sea. 
Mrs. Aloe commissioned him to do 
sketches in plaster, illustrating 
this idea. 

He returned to the Cranbrook 
Academy of Art, George G. Booth’s 
$15,000,000 foundation outside De- 
troit, and shortly afterward set t6 
work in the special studio that was 
built for him there. It was in the 
latter part of May that he returned 
to St. Louis. The plaster sketches 
had preceded him by express, 
carefully crated. They were set up 
in the office of Meyric Rogers, di- 
rector of the museum, and Mrs. 
Aloe came out to see them. 

A sketch in plastér i# merely the 
sculptor’s attempt to show how the 
finished work will look, as though 
a painter were to make a rough 
drawing in pencil to indicate how 
a completed painting might 100k. 


The two principal figures in the | 


Milles’ fountain ate Poseidon and 
Venus, god and goddess of the sea 
and the watery element in general. 


But thesé aré not the classical fig- | 


ures of Poséidon atid Venus. They 
have the rugged, naive, almost 
huméreus quality that marks s0 
much of Millés’ work. They are 
rustic figures, rustic lovers who 
come to meet eath other with 
hands hela out. In some way 
Milles hae succeeded in catching 
the feeling of the broad waters of 
our two great rivers, flowing over 
the tich earth. Behind both Posei- 
don and Venus, in the basin of the 
fountain, are numerous dolphins,

Louis should share what he had 
seen. When Milles was heré for 
the Modern Arts Festival, La Beau- 
me and Rogers made all the ar- 
rangements for the extensive exhib- 
it now on view. 

Architects are almost invariably 
drawn to the work of the Swedish 
sculptor, for, as numérous critics 
have pointed out, he excels in solv- 
ing architectural problems. — Still 
another St. Louis architect, Victor 
Proetz, made a special visit-to the 
Millés’ gardens last summer.

ILLES is delighted with Amér- 
M ice. It is his second stay in 
this country and he expects to 
spend more than half his time here, 


Opera during his last stay in St. 
Louis was typical. He stood along 
the side ramp and looked out upon 
the great sea of upturned facés 
that faced toward the stage.

Proper Posture 


OSTURE influences health and 
Prreaitn affects posture. But 

both health and posture are in- 
clusive terms covering many face 
tors. 
“ Good posture is of value in all 
ages, but most of all in the grow- 
ing child. It is during this age 
period that it probably receives 
the least attention. 

So many grown-ups are under 
the impression that the child with 
round shoulders, protruding abdo- 
men, or curved spine,’ will, in time, 
outgrow it. 

Many, too, believe that good 
posture is a matter of will power, 
and so they hound the little ones 
with constant commands to stand 
up straight or to pull the chin in. 

Of course, these commands avail 
little. The child may bracé up for 
a minute, but soon it slumps back 
into its former position, impelled 
by a set of forces which cannot 
be counteracted by a command. 

Defective posture may result 
from one or several of a large 
number of causes. It may be the 
result of disease of the bones, as 
in the case of rickets, or tuber- 
culosis,. or again it may follow 
upon paralysis of certain of the 
body muscles. 

Defective vision such as astig- 
matism, short or far-sightedness 
and deafness in one ear, may af- 
fect posture. 

Improperly fitted desks and 
seats, at school or at home, those 
that are too high or too low, too 
flat and too widely separated, 
make for bad posture. 

Then thére are certain habits 
such as carrying heavy books in 
one hand, or writing seated with 
the spine curved to one side, which 
will affect posture. 

Fallen arches cause the foot to 
be “toed out” in walking and 
standing and thus throw the body 
out of its normal position. 

But above all these causes must 
be listed bad nutrition and inade- 


‘quate or improper exercise. These 


are two of the most common and, 
in a sense, fundamental causes of 
bad posture in growing children. 


Try using the leftover coffee in 
spice cakes insead of sour milk.
